This 
division of Russia Is bounded by ths 
Pripet rives- basin on Aa south end by 
the Dunn, or southern Dvina, on the 
north. It supports i' population of 
about seven and one-h»lr million, two- 
third of which Is wh!|to|Roaaian and 
tbs rest IJthuanlnn. JieTlflh and Pol¬ 
ish. Here, likely. Is to [be found the 
purest 81 st type, almost unblended. 
This region, blanketed by swamps end 
marshes, and smothered; to forests, is 4 ! 
one of the poorest, most! backward re- ! 
gions In European htssla. 

'Flnna dwelt here tefore history be¬ 
gan for Europe. Th«fV Mere expelled 
by Lithuania, who in* turn gave way 
before migrating IllaVonic tribes. 
The country finally passed back 
to the Lithuanians, then to Poland, 
and waa won piecemeal>by Great Rue 
sla. Polish oppression and religious 
persecution worked i wholesale deso¬ 
lation here, and thorn.ands of peasants 
fled Into Russia, while those who re¬ 
mained intrigued for {Russia's coming 
Ths wbols of ths region wss not an¬ 
nexed by ths Great Fiusslans until the 
end of the elghteentli century.
